If 
this is done, some soft rateriai such as velvet should 
line the trays. In this case, narrow strips of wood 
are used to keep the pieces in rows.

I know of no price list of broken bank bills and there seems to - 
be no fixed prices for these. Bills in very poor condition, irrespect- 
ive of denomination, sell anywheres from a fow cents each. Unsigned 
bills, which are generally in fine condition, might sell anywheres from 
10 to 25¢ each.s Broken bank bills that have been in circulation but 
in good shape might sell for about the same or a little more, according 
to some historical fact concerning them such as noted signatures on 
them, or hills issued by the Mormans or other religious sects, Indian 
agencies, etc. Odd denominations sometimes bring 50, 75¢, or $1.00.Some 
of the smaller bills df less than $1.00 bring more than those for over a 
doilar,. 


Southern bills bring less than Northern bills. | 

I think you would be fairly safe in trading bill for bill, 
matching denominations as nesr as possible; also, naturally, condition. 
You would be the gainer in this way ~ you would be getting Jersey bills 
which you, natunally desire in place of bills not as important to you.
